Response to Arguments 

1. The Examiner notes that the amendments to the independent Claims 1, 7, and 1 1 at least 
require further consideration. Albeit, Applicant's arguments filed May 1, 2006 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. In response to the rejection of Claims 1, 7, and 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 1 st paragraph, 
in the Office Action mailed February 1, 2006, Applicant argues, "a review of Figs. 6 and 9 in 
connection with the description at line 19 of page 12 through line 3 page 15 should make it very 
clear that these features as set forth in claims 1, 7, and 1 1 are amply supported by the 
Specification". 

3. The Examiner disagrees with Applicant's sweeping assertion. According to the MPEP § 
2163.06, "Applicant should . . . specifically point out the support for any amendments made to 
the disclosure." (emphasis added) The Examiner cannot determine where exactly in the cited 
portion of the Specification, the claimed features are described. Hence, Applicant's have failed 
to meet this requirement set forth in the MPEP.
